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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Selectmen’s  Report. 

May  7thv  1898,  certain  bills  were  presented  to  us  by 
the  Road  Commissioners,  for  payment.  We  refused  to 
pay  these  bills,  believing  that  a  vote  passed  at  a  special 
Town  Meeting,  held  April  7th,  1898,  excluded  the  same. 

We  finally  agreed  with  the  Road  Commissioners  to 
submit  a  copy  'of  that  vote  and  these  unpaid  bills  to  an 
Attorney. 

The  following  is  his  opinion  of  the  same. 


Taunton,  Mass  ,  May  9,  1898. 
To  the  Selectmen  of  the 

Town  of  Dighton. 


Gentlemen  : — 


I  am  asked  for  my  opinion  with  reference 
to  who  should  be  employed  to  labor  on  the  highways  of 
the  Town  of  Dighton  under  the  vote  of  said  town  passed 
Monday,  April  4tli, 1898.  The  vote  passed  was  as  follows  : 

“That  the  compensation  for  labor  on  the  highways  be 
the  same  as  last  year,  and  that  none  but  citizens  of  the 
*  town  be  employed.’ ’ 


A  citizen  is  an  inhabitant  of  a  city,  and  is  so  defined 
in  most  of  the  dictionaries.  Speaking  more  strictly  a  citi¬ 
zen  is  one  who,  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. has  a  right  to  vote  for  representatives  in  Congress, 
and  other  public  officers,  and  who  is  qualified  to  fill  offices 
iu  the  gift  of  the  people. 

In  my  opinion,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  word 
“citizen”  as  used  in  this  vote  is  not  to  be  given  its  strict 
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technical  meaning,  hut  its  more  liberal  meaning, of  “inhabi¬ 
tant”  or  “resident.”  The  word  “citizen'*  being  followed 
and  qualified  by  the  words  “of  the  town,”  and  the  wording 
of  the  whole  vote  being  taken  into  consideration,  I  believe 
that  under  it  any  resident  or  inhabitant  of  the  town  could 
be  employed  upon  its  highways,  and  that  it  was  the  at¬ 
tempt  so  far  as  the  vote  appears,  to  encourage  home  labor 
and  discourage  the  employment  in  the  town  work  of 
people  who  do  not  live  within  the  town. 


If  the  attempt  was  to  prevent  the  employment  of 
some  foreign  born  residents  of  the  town,  who  were  not  nat¬ 
uralized,  I  do  not  believe  under  the  vote  passed  that  the 
attempt  was  successful. 

Substituting  for  the  words  “citizen  of  the  town”  the 
words  “Digliton  Citizens”  it  seems  to  indicate  that  the 
town’s  people  should  be  employed  instead  of  the  people 
of  other  towns,  in  the  labor  on  the  town  roads.

The  Road  Commissioners  under  this  vote  have  in  my 
opinion,  the  right  to  hire  any  resident  of  the  town  to  labor 
on  its  highways.

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Report  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 


The  work  of  the  Poor  Department  increases  with  the 
inciease  of  foreign  born  poor  who  are  allowed  to  emigrate 
to  this  country,  of  which  Dighton  has  a  large  number  for 
a  small  town,  and  with  the  yearly  changes  in  the  pauper 
laws,  which  occasionally  are  of  a  very  pronounced  char¬ 
acter.  Such  was  the  case  with  the  changes  made  by  the 
Acts  of  1898,  whereby  all  settlements  not  fully  acquired 
subsequent  to  May  1st,  1860,  are  defeated  and  lost,  except 
where  the  existence  of  such  settlement  prevents  a  subse- 
(  quent  settlement  in  the  same  place, provided  that  whenever 
a  settlement  acquired  by  marriage  has  been  thus  defeated, 
the  former  settlement  of  the  wife,  if  not  defeated  by  the 
same  provision  shall  be  thereby  revived.  All  persons  ab¬ 
sent  from  the  Commonwealth  for  ten  years  in  succession 
shall  lose  their  settlement.  The  purpose  of  the  above  very 
decided  change  in  the  law  was  to  relieve  cities  and  towns 
from  liability  for  the  support  of  indigent  persons  who  de¬ 
rived  settlements  in  this  Commonwealth  through  grand- 
parents  and  great  grandparents,  and  families  of  the  third 
and  fourth  generation,  with  the  taint  of  hereditary  pauper¬ 
ism,  who  have  been  burdens  all  their  lives  on  the  cities  and 
towns  in  which  their  ancestors  acquired  settlements  by 
ownership  of  a  small  piece  of  real  estate.
